headache; levator pelvic syndrome; spina bifida; tardive dyskinesia; Parkinson's

12. (Twice amended) A method of treating dystonia in a patient, the method 
comprising intramuscular or subcutaneous administration to a patient with 
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dystonia of up to 1.000 units of a botulinum toxin type A until the patient 
experiences loss of clinical response to the administered botulinum toxin type A, 
as determined by a failure of the administered botulinum toxin type A to achieve 
a marked reduction of a symptom of the dystonia, and thereafter administering to 
the patient at least about 80 units of a botulinum toxin type B. whefeiR-tj^e-RatiOAt

13. The method of claim 12, wherein the dystonia is cervical dystonia. 

14. The method of claim 13, wherein treating the cervical dystonia reduces 
the severity of an abnormal head position symptom of the cervical dystonia, 

15. The method of claim 13, wherein treating the ceryical dystonia reduces a 
neck pain associated with the cervical dystonia.
